The recent disclosure in newspaper headlines alluded 
to a large case of arms heing discovered in Queens, New York. 
Among the weapons found were bazookas, grenades, semi-automatic 
rifles, machine guns, and over one million rounds of ammunition. 
Concern now arises as to how it is possible to amass such an. 
array of weapons without the knowledge of official law-enforcement 
agencies since these weapons are of the type and quantity not 
found in the usual collections of gun collectors nor are they 
indicative of the kind of firearms sportsmen \xse. 

I respectfxilly request the F.B.I, to look into this 
matter to determine whether or not there was any violation of 
the recently enacted New Jersey Gun Law as it relates to crossing 
of state lines. Such being the case, a determination perhaps 
can then be made as to the source of supply of these weapons. 

We would be pleased to have a full public disclosure _j; 
of this incredible news report. ^^*

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police 
Department (NYCPD) , under the direction of the District 
Attorney's Office, Queens County, New York, arrested 19' 
alleged members of the "Minutemen". 

A characterization of the "Minutemen" 
appears in the Appendix attached 
hereto. 

On October 30, 1966, Chief Assistant District 
Attorney Howard P, Cerny advised the New York Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) the persons arrested 
would be 9liapg^dv?w±ibh "Conspiracy to Commit Arson", and • 
"Public Law 1897-Sullivan Law'i (Illegal Possession of Firearms) . 

On November 2, 1966, a representative of the NYCPD 
advised that on October 31, 1966, the 19 defendants appeared 
before the Honorable Bernard Dubin, Queens County Criminal 
Court, Kew Gardens, New York, for arraignment at which time 
bail v/as set. (The amount of bail set is shown after the 
descriptive data of the individual which is set forth below). 

The "New York Times" , a New York City daily 
newspaper, late city edition, dated November 1, 1966, contained 
an article on page 1 captioned "Bail Set for 19 Here in 
Alleged Fire Plot by Minutemen Unit" , which reflects "in part 
as follows: 

"Nineteen.meh wer.ec-held in $1,000 to $7,500 bail 
each - a total of $81,000 - in an alleged conspiracy by an 
anti- communist Minutemen group to commit arson with firebombs. 
A hearing in Queens Criminal Court was set for Nov. 22. 
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"Minutemen" 

"District Attorney Wat H. Hentel of Queens said 
that three teams of Hinutemen had four targets for f ire- 
bombing last Sunday* 

"He identified these as the former Camp Unity at^ 
Wingdale, ilew York; Camp Midvale, near the VJanaque Reservoir 
in Mev7 Jersey; a * pacifist camp' at VoluntovTn, Conn., and 
the Brookljnfi campaign headquarters of Herbert Aptheker, a 
Communist running as the Peace and Freedom candidate for 
Congress."

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On November 3, 1966, Roy Van Tassel, Chief of Police, 
Ringwood, New Jersey, advised that on November 1, 1966, he 
had made an examination of the building at Camp Midvale and 
found no bombs. 



On November 3, 1966, Lieutenant ^^ ^_ 

Office of Connecticut State Police Commissioner, Leo 
Mulcahy, Hartford, Connecticut, advised that officers of the 
Committee of Non -Violent. Action Camp, Voluntoi^m, Connecticut, 
were contacted that date by Connecticut State Police and a 
search was made of the premise.s, but no bombs ^^rere located. 

On November 7, 1966, a second confidential source, 
who is in a position to furnish reliable information, advised 
that as a result of a complete and thorough search of Camp 
V/ebatuck by the New York State Police on November 2, 1966, 
and after, they had located a total of ten incendiary devices. 
All of these devices consisted of gallon jugs, each half filled 
v;ith gasoline. As detonators, two of the jugs had homemade 
blasting caps attached to four flashlight batteries and a 
cheap pocket watch so that the movement of the hands of the 
watch would make contact, setting off the blasting caps. 
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The remaining eight jugs each had a candle inserted in the 
neck of the jug with a nail through each candle in order to . 
prevent the candle from falling into the jug. There was a wick 
or cotton streamer also extending from the candle downward into 
the jug and its gasoline. In addition, floating on the 
gasoline inside each of these eight jugs was a small piece of 
foam rubber containing a bullet of unkno^-m calibre.

On November 15, 1966, a fifth confidential source 
advised since the arrest of the. "Minutemeni?. on October 30, 1966, 
there have been no meetings or maneuvers known to be held in the 
New York City area. 

There has been no known communication between the 
"Minutemen" who were arrested in order to formulate any 
plans regarding their trial or to provide for the continuation 
of the organization in the New York City area. 

However, while incarcerated following their arrest, 
the "Minutemen" mutually agreed they would "lay low for awhile". 
This agreement was made in such a manner as to indicate there 
is no intention to disband, rather they will continue their 
operations under even tighter security measures. 
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A sixth confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, on November 15, 1966, 
identified the following individuals, who were among those 
arrested on September 30, 1966, as being known to him to be 
members of the "Minutemen" :

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On May 19, 1965, a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic , 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It V;as founded in 19^9 t>y James H. Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. iVIadole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

On March 4, 1965, Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
Gomrcand to James H. Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 195^* stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29, 1964, a second source advised 
that on. July I6, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot. 
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APPENDIX 

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY • 

Subsequent to July l6, 1964, all activities of 
the NRP appeared to have been suspended. As of September 29* 
1964, James H. Madole was free on bail pending an appeal 
on his conviction arid sentencing on July l6, 1964. This 
source advised that the NRP would not be reactivated by 
Madole who feared that such reactivation might jeopardize 
his appeal. 



On May l8, 1965* Detective | | Bureau 

of Special Services, New York City Police Department, advised 
that on May 15, I965, he .had been informed by James H. 
Madole that his appeal would be heard sometime in early 
September, I965. Madole further stated future activities 
of the NRP would depend on the outcome of that appeal. 
Should he win his appeal, Madole stated there could be 
an expected increase in NRP activities. Should he lose, . 
there will not be any activity since he will be sent to jail, 
Madole stated thej?e will be no real NRP activity until 
the status of his appeal is determined in September, 1965.
